He is worth
more than $2.500 and will get more than
that. An official of the club =aid last even-
ing: “Most assuredly, Mack will get more
than $2,500, but be will not get £3,000.

Peter Maher, who last night got into the
ring with Fitzsimmons and whose sorry dis-
play, after showing up as a thonderbolt
ngainst a dozen or &0 “marks” in the East,
wus drugred. and no one in Fitzeimmons'
cormer, either, or for that matter, any of
hits !‘;—u:::du or backers hnd any hand in the
wnrk.

That the tall Dublin man was betmaved hy
his own “friends;” that these same “friends”
nrofited bugely by the operation: toat Gus
Tuthill and others of those supposedly near-
est to Maber were “thrown,” is known, and
that there are but two who werein the deal
is guessed AL,

The story zoes that after petting into the
ring oll of the stymulants given to Maher
were “loped,” and this is given credence to
Iy the inertia displayed by ut least one of
liisseponds when Mauer was being attended
to between rounds.

That barrels of money cama from mys-
terious sources at the eleventh honr und
that this was offered on Fitzsimmons and
waus token: that under ordinarily honest
ennditions Fitz would never have been a
farorite but for this money, “from the cor-
ner he fought sgainst,” and that Maber
conid bave been resdily “cooked™ to rve-
epond for the thirteenth roond, lends color
to the vaguely indefinite and non-committal
rumonrs aflnat.
